Sawmill, an J to erect bruises and otherwise 
improve tho rood Iroin thence to N maiino so 
that it may be made praoiiciiblo lor vehicles. 
Ho remarked that he had recently pa.-.aeii 
through all the trails and there was ooly 
about twelve miles in anything like a good 
condition. There were several ridgoa ou the 
route Wbiob needed removal, and it woold 
ooly cost some $25,( 00 tocarry out so desira- 
ble an alteration. 

The House fixed Wednesday next to dis- 
cuss the matter.

Mr. DefJosmos, in purBuanco of notice, 
moved for an inquiry as to Ills Kxeelleiicy's 
Intention regirdiiia the throw ing open the 
Indian Reserve at Cowiohau.

rRANCIlISH: ACT. 

Mr. McClure, in movinK lor the ,>:econd 
reading ol lua Franchise Act, would impress 
upon lion, inemhers the fact that ihat syi.tcin 
of repre.^eii'.ulivo govorniiient which lliiew 
tho fewest obstacles iri the way of a lair re- 
presentation of ;iiihlio opinion was the best 
He considered that the present I•Vanclli^e 
Act waa in this respect very defeolr. e. lis 
provisiona with regard to ro^iduncu, besides 
being conliicting and irregular, protracted 
an immigrant's enfranchisemeiit too long. 
Ho had introduced in the bill a uniform period 
of residenoo, prior to registration, of three 
months. Ho far as the qaaliScation of voters 
was conceroed, the only alteration he had 
made was to inolude all those who paid 
under the Salary Tax Act — on Ihe principle 
that taxation and repres 'illation were inscu- 
arablo ; he liad also eiiihoilied the true 
policy that in person could vole in iiiiy 
district in 'viiich lie was not a huna fviii 
resident. Tis princi[al alteiation was in 
Ihe quulifica ion ol menihers. This lie hail 
assimilated '.'.lli the qualilication of voiurs. 
'i'lio present J^300 real propcr'y qualilication 
waa a very .nisohievoua oiio, as il nurrowed 
the area ol seluotioii and olientiincs kept 
good inbo 01,! of tho House. Il was unjust 
in ila workiiig and unjust in the abstract, 
riioy had iiu nerous intolligent citizuna en- 
gaged in btsiness whose iotstesl in the 
country was iaflnitely greater than the £800 
real estate owner — some whom ho know hav 
ing from $10,000 to 890,000 invested in tliuir 
occupation — yet these men could nut .sit in 
the House. The whole qualihoaiion, how- 
ovei, was ra lically wrong, lor it inter|ioaocl 
obstacles belwoen the people and their te[)re 
aentalion. Theru was no danger lo leave 
the matter entirely with the electors, who 
would take good caro not to place a man in 
the Assembly who did not possesa Iboir con- 
fidinco. 

Thu bill was road a seoond time nnd re- 
lerred to a coinmitloo. 

PAUTNKRSllIP LAW. 

Mr. UoCosmoa moved tho second reading 
of a bill lo amoiid the law of partnurship. 
ITo laid that under the present system sleep- 
ing partncra who invested money in a busi- 
ness, and who sliureil in the profitH uerc 
liable (or the wholo of tht lo.-ses of the linn, 
whereaa this enuotinent wouhl provide that 
if a person loaned capital, he would only bo 
responsible lor tho amount advanced by him. 
By thus limiting liability in parlnorsliip 
coDoerna, it v/ould enable mcro.intilo men lo 
give a par canlago to employeea upon tho 
returns of a husinoaa, which would bo an 
enoourngemenl to inihislry, i.lihoiigli the 
olork or agoLt may not bo legally regarded na 
a partner, in tho ordinary acoepialiun ol tho 
term. Widowa who left funds invested in 
legitimate ontorpriaeB should be considered 
in It similar light. 

I'ho bill wae read a Beoond lime and oom- 
mittod.

into committee on the subject of union, gave 
for Lis reason the fact that it wus olmosi 
eleven months since the Houee had passed 
the union rosolutioos last session, and yet no 
answer had boen received from Her Mnjesty'a 
Government. This was a tnattcr he thought 
thai called for somo immediate iiction nl the 
House; for hn believed IhatQVery day union 
was kept in abeyance the colony sulforeil a 
serious injury. Without going any I'liillier 
into tho subject, he would read a aeries of 
rosoliilions which ho had prepanij (or the 
conaideration of tho oonimittec : 

llesolved — 'I'liat tho House fully endorses 
tho Union resolutions passed by it on .fan. 
25, 1865, and would again repeat the con- 
viollon, that an immediate Unluii of Vancou- 
ver Island ood British CoUinibia is necessary, 
beyond every other measure, to imparl con . 
fideooe lo the public miud, and place both 
colonies on a prosperous tooting. 

Resolved— thai alibougfa this House has 
already shown its willingness to aceept wbat> 
over oonstiiuiion Her Majesty's Government 
may be pleased to grant, it would fail in its 
duly to the people of this colony as well as 
to Her Majesty did it not express its coiivic 
lion that no couslitulinn v/ouKI be adapted 
to Ihe ;,'ini' liig wants of tliOMO colonies that 
did tiol i- oiiraco a Uepresonl.itive Govein- 
mint I j.ii v..4ild give to the people the ri{;lh 
tu deicrmiiie the mode as well as the ainoiint 
of taxation, and that would iiiiiko the oliicial 
heads ol dopurtnionta responsible 
pe.iple of Ihe United Colony. 

Resolved — That the above resohitions bo 
tranamilled to Hi- Excellonoy ihe Governor 
with the respectful ru|nest that they bo for- 
warded aa early us jiossible lo Ifer .Majesty's 
Secretary ol Stale lor the Colonies. 

The (irst of Iheso re.'ioluiioiis he believed 
they would all concur in ; he' would tliero- 
fore not lake up tho time of tlio Coinmittee 
In alluding to it. The eeoond resolution 
might not pass so uoanimousiy, but he 
tliought when boo. members bad given it 
their consideration they would agree with 
bim that it was absolutely necessary. In 
ilio first place the resolution, aliliongli 
abiding by ihe condilions which were em- 
braced in the resolution of last your — llial is 
ill leaving the nature of tho (.■oiisiihition en- 
tirely in Ihe hands of Her .Mnjesty's (Jovorn- 
luonl — expressed a conviction that the Coii- 
elitntion [should embrace full roproseni alive 
Government, 'i'hia, ha thought, couhl not 
well be sol aside by Her .Majesty's Minis- 
ters. Tho power also of that reprcsentutivo 
government to say how nnd to what (•.vioiit 
tho peojilo should be taxed was also one of 
the claims of a (ree people, lie waa awaro 
that there were a few loolish persons en- 
deavoring to get Her Majes'y's Government 
to stipulate that in uniting the colonies the 
free port sljonld be retained ; but the thing 
was too absurd lo be entertained (or a minuie. 
Although he was in favor of n uiiiform fiscal 
system in the noitod colony, etill he would 
not attempt to hamper the action of a united 
Legislature to this cdeot. Ha therefore io- 
troduoed his resolution in order that the 
people of both colonies should have no oppor- 
tunity ol saying what syaiem of ta.vaiion 
they desired to adopt. regard lo the 

clause making the heads ol departinenls res- 
ponsible to the people, he thought that no 
Colonial Government could get along without 
it. Iu the neighboring colony wo had a 
number of oliicials voting their own salaries, 
and in our coloi y wo had men paid by the pub- 
lic, apparently to thwart the public, i'hiher 
of theso conditiona waa unsalisl.ioiory, ai.d 
he considered the only way to have a 
harmonioua as well ns an i llicient Govern- 
ment was lo make those who received t .o 
ppoplo's money responsible to the people. 
It might be objected that the colonies 
were too small for the system, but he main- 
talned that this was a fallnoy which ti c ex- 
periment would qnickly expose. 

Mr, Dunoan concurred io the propriety of 
tho motion, but ha woold suggest that a 
cliiuse be inserted BtipulaluiK thai the 
ajieuker afsu be iciij,.... J i„. ..u.o « i;i;py 
ol lha resolutions lo the Homo Government. 
It would prevent ony misunderstanding, and 
would show what it was very expedient to 
show — that the rcsidentsin Vancouver Island 
felt a lively interest io the subject, and that 
they were duly impressed with its paramount 
impoilance fluro wos no douht that a well 
defined responaihility was ono of Ibo leading 
features of all .■sound government. The hlea 
of liuviog a large and expensive I'ixeciitivo 
williout a shadow of actual control was ab- 
surd. There ought to he some machinery, so 
thai in the event o( neglect of duty some 
pressure could bo brought to boar on them. He 
could not bill deplore the present position nf 
affairs as regarded letjislalion 
initiated and matured in ono House nnd 
Ihrowii out or mutilated in l!u) other. It 
was a parody upon all forms of government, 
and a ridiculoas anomaly. 

.Mr. DeCosmos congratulated the House 
upon their unaoimity locchiog unioo. He 
was diKposed to endorse the opinion of his

Mr,. DeCosmoa then resumed his speech. 
Ho Bald that during tho past year people in 
British Columbia hud forwarded petitions 
urging union. It was well known in the 
preaeiit condition of affairs that wo had no 
permanent industrial baaia, but with union 
wo could acoomplieli great results. Across 
tho Gull a cerlain eel of people declaimed 
against union, aa increasing laxatioo, 
but this would turn out a fallacy. Thero 
ought lo be no further poatponemonl, and 
hu was under the impression that by prompt 
action the question would be seltlcd by 
February, ISiiO. 

Dr. llelinckon advocated union, although 
he corlaiiily did nut ugruo with tho aenior 
member lor tho oily in soino particulars. In 
simple union British Columbia would have 
the '-esl ol tho bargain, but mutual iuloresis 
were hound up in the success of the scheme. 
The real question 'was' bow it was lo ha 
brought about. Hon. members said send 
home a petition, they could forward a hun- 
dred petitions, if the^ liked, hut ihey must 
be accompanied with similar opiuioos 
on Iho part of the people in the neigh- 
boring eolony. Il seemed reasonable to 
inler that Her Majesty's Government 
would iil'. -;,.uction the union of the colonies, 
without the cons..-i,t of British Columbia, 
to the j ' be (tight Honorable E. Curdwell would not 
not upon thu ex parte statements of eilher, 
Il might be that Governor Seymour was in 
fuvor c! union, or the reverse, and that mi^hl 
I be regarded as an expre.sslon of nubile sen- 
timent il reprosenled at home. The bi al 
way would be to get tho viewa ol the Legis- 
lative {Joiincil at New Woatoiinster. As 
regards ihe Upper Fraaer he had gathered 
■ from many sources that union would bu ac- 
ceptable. Thia was no faaoy. On thu 
Lower Fraser il waa not quite so clear ; but 
this diflereoce aroaa from prejudioes eo- 
goodored io cerlain towo4, which was not of 
much consequence. 'I'he foot is we must 
have a declaration endorsing tho policy of 
union from British Columbia. As regarded 
responsiblo government, wo are not prepared 
for il. There ahouid ba somo intennedialo 
steps taken before responsible governnieni is 
prnolleable in a small community. Ha did 
not think it would work well; heads of de- 
piirlinent should bu laborers, us fur ns thu 
details of adniinislralioii were concerned. 
Wo wanted working men lo boo Ihat the 
books were kept correctly. Ho objected to 
oliicials being compelled to appeal to the 
people. Let pub';i! servants ail in tho Aa^ 
serably, if it ia the wiah of the miijorily, lor 
the purpose of furnishing inlormalion', but 
don't let the Governor's advisers be depend- 
ent on their greed for ollice for their election.. 
Keapontiblo government would grow in the 
course of time, but we must not let it ba 
llirusi upon us before we are prepared for 
it. He could not coincide in Ihe propriety of 
the Speoker being instructed to send dupli- 
cates of the tosolulions to the Colonial olBco. 
It was a superfluous insult to Iho Executive. 
What he thought would be done ultimately 
was the amalgamation of the colonies, leav- 
ing the peopls to settle thoir own aflairs. 

i)r, 'Culmie thought the sooner the union of 
the colonicn waa consummated the belter; 
but he co'jid rut help thinking llial responsi- 
ble government would turn out lo be a pre- 
mature institution. We should have some 
diliicully in finding Iho men. He would 
propose an amerdment lo lleaolulion 2, iasist 
lug that the people " should have a prepon- 
derating Voice in determining the mode as 
well ns the amount of taxation," instead of 
such a aweepiug reform. 

Dr. Trimble said tbot the want of confid 
anco shown only proved the necessity ol 
sending a delegate to England, who thoroughly 
understood the oiigei cles of the case, aud 
Ihe poaitive wants ol ihe young colony. 

.Mr. McClure maintained that the two 
colonies svore us (it for respoiiBible Bocnrn- 
ineot as any oilier country. He diOered es- 
sentioHy from Dr. Tolmie aa regards a cod» 
stiltltion with a so calltd prepnuderuting 
power for Iho poopio in ti i> .V.-ombly. It 
would be easy fur ihe Exeeuiive to carry 
measures by gaining u few voles. If we have 
union wo must luve rejiieieiilative inslilu- 
tiona. 

Dr. Tolmie moved liiat eoiiiddering thoini- 
pnrtanco ol the sabjeet, Ihe commilteo do 
report progress. 

The inolioii was put lo Ihe vole and lost. 
.Mr. DeCo-nios did not CiOi-jder thai the 
present rela ions of llie heads of depurlnienlH 
with Ihe (iovenimioil or wiili this Hous-e 
were at all salislaelory . Allir upwards of 
Hills woro ! seven years' 0,'iperienoo he was a staunch 
udvocaio (or re.-iponsible government iu its 
widest aonso. There waa no doubt we could 
readily find efficient men. '('be countries 
that made tho greatest progress where those 
where Ihe voice of the people was heard in 
the council chambers of the iiaiiou.
